ACCEPTING  COUNSEL 

WE  have  all  seen  youngsters,  and  others  also,  listen  reluctantly  to  last 
minute  instructions.  "I  know,  I  know,"  impatiently  they  reply,  maybe 
aaving  half  heard.  They  are  confident  they  don't  need  directions  or  counsel 
of  any  kind.  But  by  listening  they  could  likely  save  themselves  much  loss  of 
lime  or  the  making  of  many  mistakes.  In  the  over-confidence  of  youth,  or 

n  the  selfsufhciency  of  any  age,  taking  time  for  counsel  is  often  considered 
unessential,  but  the  importance  of  it  is  later  learned-sometimes  too  long 
later.  An  able  executive  once  made  the  admission  that  most  of  the  mistakes 
he  had  made  were  in  matters  he  had  overconfidently  decided  for  himself, 
without  counseling  or  consulting  anyone  else.  Sometimes  we  may  make  up 
jur  minds  what  we  want  to  do  or  what  we  hope  is  true,  and  simply  don't 

vant  to  face  any  other  facts  or  to  see  any  other  side,  and  so  avoid  advice 

hat  might  be  at  variance  with  our  own.  Sometimes  pride  or  stubbornness  or 
^elf-conceit  keeps  us  from  asking  questions  or  considering  the  opinions  of 

ither  people.  Sometimes  we  are  sincerely  reluctant  to  trouble  others, 
ncerely  reluctant  to  take  their  time.  But  never  should  we  let  the  pride  of 
solo  performance  lead  us  to  rush  in  and  make  bold  and  brash  blunders,  or 
to  pay  a  needless  price  for  the  kind  of  pride  or  impatience  or  carelessness 
or  over-confidence  that  refuses  to  listen,  that  refuses  to  learn,  or  that  refuses 
even  to  look  at  the  instructions  on  the  label.  The  counsel  that  comes  from 
others — past  and  present — is  part  of  the  heritage  we  have.  And  if  we  don't 
come  together  in  counsel,  how  can  we  be  sure  that  we  have  the  facts,  or  that 
we  are  seeing  the  several  sides  of  a  subject.  Children  need  to  counsel  with 
parents.  There  is  safety  in,  talking  out  problems  with  parents.  Wives  and 
husbands  need  to  counsel  with  each  other.  One  of  the  surest  signs  of 
thoughtfulness  and  appreciation  is  to  take  into  our  confidence  those  we 
love  and  with  whom  we  live.  There  is  wisdom  in  the  counseling  together 
of  men  in  public  places,  and  in  business  and  professional  pursuits.  We 
need  family  counsel;  we  need  community  counsel — the  talking  out  of 
problems  freely  and  frankly,  the  bringing  of  things  out  into  the  open. 
And  we  need  also  the  counsel  of  the  Lord  God,  the  counsel  of  his 
commandments,  and  the  counsel  that  comes  with  a  prayerful  approach  to 
nroblems:  "Counsel  with  the  Lord  in  all  thy  doings,  and  he  will  direct  thee 
for  good;  .  .  .'n  Ultimately  we  have  to  choose;  we  have  to  decide  for  our- 
selves, and  to  accept  responsibility  for  our  own  decision;  but  seeking  and 
considering  counsel  is  a  factor  of  safety,  a  mark  of  maturity,  and  also  an 
evidence  of  sincere  consideration  for  others.

AS  I  sit  in  front  of  my  type- 
writer ready  to  type  this  article 
for  the  Cumorah  Southern  Messen- 
ger, my  mind  goes  back  to  a  morning 
in  May  1954. 

I  was  pottering  around  in  my 
front  garden,  when  I  happened  to 
look  up  and  glance  down  the  street. 
I  saw  two  young  men  walking  along 
the  pavement  and  I  thought  to  my- 
self that  they  look  like  strangers.  I 
had  never  seen  them  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood before.  To  my  surprise 
they  walked  straight  up  to  the  fence 
and  said  Good  Morning  to  me  and 
I  replied. 

The  one  said  "We  are  missionaries 
and  would  like  to  talk  to  you."  Of 
what  Church?"  I  asked.  "The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter 
Day  Saints"  said  one.  "Please  excuse 
my  ignorance"  said  I,  "you  know 
there  are  so  many  Churches  these 
days,  that  I  had  never  heard  of  this 
one."  Then  one  said  "Maybe  you 
will  recognise  the  Church  if  we  tell 
you  it  is  the  Mormon  Church." 
"Oh!"  said  I,  "I've  heard  of  them, 
they  are  the  people  who  have  all 
the  wives."  They  both  smiled  and 
said,  "No  more  Maa-m,  that  has 
been  done  away  with."  "Oh,"  said  I, 
"How  come?  What  happened," 
"Well"  said  they,  "This  is  a  long 
story  and  we  cannot  tell  it  to  you 
over  the  garden  fence,  may  we  come 
into  your  home  and  introduce  our- 
selves and  tell  you  all  about  us  and 
our  Church,  and  why  we  are  here 
in  South  Africa."  I  said,  "That's 
O.K.  with  me,  but  come  when  my 
husband  is  at  home,  this  afternoon 
at  four  o'  clock  would  do."  The 
one  took  out  a  little  book  and 
looked  into  it,  then  he  said  "I  am 
sorry  Maam  we  won't  be  able  to 
come  today  as  we  have  another 
appointment.  Will  tomorrow  after- 
noon suit  you?"  "Certainly"  said  I, 
"then  tomorrow  afternoon  at  four." 


When  my  husband  came  home 
that  afternoon  I  told  him  of  my 
experience,  and  I  said  to  him,  "I 
hope  you  don't  mind  as  I  have 
asked  them  around  to  the  house?" 
"That's  allright  with  me,  you  know 
the  Jehovah  Witnesses  have  been 
coming  here  for  the  past  four 
months,  so  we  will  see  what  the 
Mormons  have  got  to  teach  us,  I 
know  quite  a  bit  about  the  Mor- 
mons" said  he,  but  we  both  found 
out  that  we  knew  very  little  about 
them. 

Sure  enough  the  next  afternoon  at 
four  there  was  a  knock  on  the  front 
door,  and  there  the  two  smiling 
faces  stood.  "Good  afternoon 
Maam,"  said  they.  "Good  after- 
noon" said  I,  "Won't  you  come  in?" 
I  called  my  husband  into  the  lounge 
and  then  the  introductions  started. 
"I  am  Elder  John  Francis  from 
Canada."  "I  am  Elder  Lorin  Pickett 
from  Ogden,  Utah."  We  introduced 
ourselves,  but  before  they  had  a 
chance  to  talk  about  their  missionary 
work — we  being  so  excited  about 
having  a  Canadian  and  an  American 
in  my  home — first  time  I  had  ever 
seen  one  of  spoken  to  one  (some 
kind  of  a  curio  by  the  sound  of 
things) — that  I  just  wanted  to  know 
all  about  them  and  their  country.  In 
fact  my  husband  said  I  was  very 
rude  the  way  I  put  them  'through 
the  works'  as  they  say. 

Then  when  I  was  satisfied,  we 
started  asking  questions  on  why  they 
were  here  in  South  Africa,  and  what 
was  their  mission.  Well  they  sur- 
prised me  when  they  said  they  were 
here  to  tell  us  about  the  restored 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  bring 
it  into  the  lives  and  homes  of  people 
all  over  the  world. 

We  had  an  introduction  to  the 
God-head,  but  that  was  no  news  to 
me,  because  I  had  always  believed 
in  my  own  heart  that  God  and  His 
son  Jesus  Christ  were  the  same  as 
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me,  a  body  of  flesh  and  bone. 
Because  I  knew  that  man  was  made 
in  the  image  of  God,  so  therefore 
we  must  be  alike.  I  told  the  Elders 
I  had  always  belived  that;  I  only 
thought  of  the  Holy  Ghost  as  being 
a  spirit. 

As  time  went  on  the  Elders  came 
back  again  and  again.  Eventually 
Elder  Francis  left  us,  and  an  Elder 
by  the  name  of  Royal  Duanne 
Jensen  came  in  his  place.  Well  when 
I  first  saw  him  I  said  to  myself.  Oh 
dear  he  doesn't  look  too  intelligent. 
What  a  surprise  I  got,  and  further 
more  I  will  never  forget  Elder 
Jensen  as  long  as  I  live,  after  all  the 
work  he  put  in  for  Brother  Balmer 
and  myself.  I  have  here  in  front  of

I  admit  we  overworked  Elder 
Jensen  and  his  companion  Elder 
Paul  Smith  of  Tremonton,  Utah,  but 
believe  me  it  was  worth  it  to  us  and 
to  them  as  well.  Brother  Balmer  kept 
them  on  the  Great  Apostacy  for 
four  months.  Luckily  Elder  Jensen 
and  Elder  Smith  were  in  Brakpan 
for  nine  months  which  enabled  us 
to  get  through  all  of  these  works. 
Another  one  was  the  Authority. 
That  pleased  us  both  very  much.  I 
think  that  was  when  Brother  Balmer 
was  ready  to  join  the  Church.  He 
was  ready  long  before  I  was  ready. 
My  drawback  was  the  usual  argu- 
ment— The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  I 
just  couldn't  work  that  lot  out.  No 
matter  what  Elder  Jensen  and  Elder 
Smith  or  Brother  Balmer  said  to  me, 
I  just  couldn't  grasp  it.  It  was  touch 
and  go  about  my  baptism.  Elder 
Jensen  was  being  transferred  to 
Durban,  and  I  so  wanted  him  to 
baptise  me,  I  was  arguing  with  my- 
self, shall  I  get  baptised  or  not 
before  he  goes  away.  Then  I  told 
him  I  was  not  ready  yet  and  that  I 
could  not  join  the  Church  under 
false  pretences.  He  agreed  with  me 


fully,  and  he  asked  me  not  to  be 
baptised  just  on  his  account  or  out 
of  sympathy  for  him.  He  would 
rather  I  waited  until  I  was  ready  and 
so  we  left  it  at  that.  I  was  sad,  so 
were  the  Elders  and  so  was  my 
husband  as  he  would  not  get  bap- 
tised without  me.  Well  time  went  on. 
Other  Elders  worked  patiently  with 
me  and  no  one  tried  to  force  me. 
Then  I  started  to  think  about  it 
seriously  and  reason  it  out.  I  said 
to  myself,  it  is  just  this  one  thing 
that  is  keeping  me  back  from  being 
baptised.  I  must  get  this  cleared  up 
as  soon  as  possible. 

I  asked  my  Heavenly  Father  time 
and  again  to  help  me  and  make  it 
easier  for  me  to  understand.  The 
world  was  full  of  Prophets  in  the 
days  of  old  so  why  couldn't  there 
be  Prophets  today.  The  world  was 
in  great  need  of  a  Prophet  and  still 
is  today.  This  great  change  had  to 
take  place — the  world  was  in  need 
of  the  Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  ,and  even  more  so  today.  The 
boy  Joseph  Smith  was  the  chosen 
boy  allright — a  simple.  loving, 
humble  boy,  the  same  as  Jesus 
Christ  was  when  he  was  a  boy.  I 
then  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
must  be  true.  It  took  16  months  to 
convert  me,  and  I  was  glad  that  I 
waited  so  as  to  be  convinced. 

Now  my  worries  started  and  this 
might  sound  like  a  fairy  story,  I  so 
wanted  Elder  Jensen  to  baptise  me 
and  I  didn't  know  what  to  do  as  he 
was  in  Durban.

I  always  tell  my  husband  that 
Elder  Jensen  was  meant  to  bapuse 
me,  and  our  Heavenly  Father  must 
have  known  my  wishes  and  that  is 
why  he  sent  him  back  for  that 
purpose.  I  wasted  no  time  in  getting 
in  touch  with  him.  On  the  18th  of 
September  1955  we  were  both 
baptised  by  Elder  Jensen  and  con- 
firmed by  Elder  Smith.  We  have 
never  looked  back — in  fact  we  have 
gone  forward  tremendously.  There 
is  so  much  to  learn  and  so  little  time 
left.

King  Benjamin  was  so  loved  by  his  people  that  when  he  was  about 
to  die  he  sent  a  proclamation,  asking  his  people  to  gather  together  at 
the  temple  in  Zarahemla  for  he  was  going  to  speak  to  them.  The  people 
had  such  respect  and  love  for  him  that  the  temple  couldn't  hold  all  the 
crowds,  and  they  pitched  their  tents  round  about  in  such  a  mass  of  humanity 
that  they  had  to  build  a  tower  from  which  King  Benjamin  could  address 
them.  Even  with  the  tower  there  was  still  such  a  magnificent  crowd  of 
people  that  his  words  had  to  be  written  down  so  that  the  people  who 
were  out  of  the  range  of  his  voice  could  know  of  his  message.  So  power- 
ful was  his  address,  the  entire  population  fell  to  the  ground  in  humility 
giving  thanks  to  God  to  such  an  extent  that  they  received  remission 
foT  their  sins  and  made  a  covenant  with  God  to  remain  steadfast  in  the 
faith. 

King  Benjamin  died  three  years  after  his  great  discourse  that  was 
so  powerful.  During  his  time  he  established  peace  in  the  land,  turned  the 
people  to  righteousness,  gained  their  respect  and  love  and  the  respect  of 
many  millions  of  people  who  read  about  him  today.

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Benjamin  the  King 


TN  the  Book  of  Mormon  there  are  many  great  characters  who  did  a 
-*-  tremendous  work  in  serving  the  Lord  and  their  fellowmen.  One  of  the 
greatest  of  these  was  King  Benjamin.  During  his  reign  there  were  many 
hard  times  which  he  had  to  overcome  and  like  anyone  else  he  had  to  go 
through  these  difficult  times  in  order  to  appreciate  the  better  ones.  There 
were  wars  and  strifes  which  he  overcame.  We  read  accounts  of  when 
he  personally  lead  his  people  against  the  Lamanites  in  the  cause  of  free- 
dom. He  was  a  devoted  King,  with  one  sole  purpose  in  life  and  that 
was  serving  his  God  and  fellowmen.  Wherefore,  with  the  help  of  these. 
King  Benjamin,  by  labouring  with  all  the  might  of  his  body  and  the 
faculty  of  his  whole  soul,  and  also  the  prophets  did  once  more  establish 
peace  in  the  land. 

A  truly  devoted  leader  can  be  distinguished  by  his  actions  in  the 
service  of  those  whom  he  serves.  King  Benjamin  never  took  advantage 
of  his  people  and  went  to  the  extent  of  labouring  among  them  as  we  read 
in  Mosiah:  "Even  I,  Myself,  have  laboured  with  mine  own  hands  that 
I  might  serve  you,  and  that  ye  should  not  be  laden  with  taxes."  There  is 
a  striking  contrast  when  we  compare  King  Benjamin  with  the  rulers  of 
the  world  today.  A  man  so  humble  that  he  laboured  with  his  own  hands 
that  his  people  wouldn't  have  undue  taxes  to  pay. 

King  Benjamin  wasn't  just  a  great  ruler  in  a  material  sense  but  also 
in  a  religious  sense.  He  worked  for  the  advancement  of  his  people  in  their 
spiritual  lives.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  sacred  writings  and  also  established 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  in  his  time.  There  were  priests  appointed  to  teach 
the  people  and  he  stamped  out  Anti-Christ's  and  apostate  groups.  This  he 
did  in  a  righteous  manner  which  was  completely  acceptable  before  God. 

We  have  here  a  man  who  was  so  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  his 
oeopls  that  he  devoted  his  entire  life  to  that  cause.  He  considered  them 
his  equals  and  he  even  said:  "And  I,  even  I,  whom  ye  call  you  King, 
am  no  better  than  ye  yourselves  are;  for  I  am  also  out  of  the  dust."  Where 
else  would  we  find  such  a  devoted  man?

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PART  II 

\  PART  from  historical  information  being  transmitted  by  the  spoken 
■**  work,  which  we  have  discussed  in  a  previous  article,  one  of  the  most 
reliable  methods  of  assessing  cultural  information  is  by  a  study  of  the 
particular  period's  art,  sculpture,  architecture,  etc.  Although  such  remains 
are  abundant  in,  Central  and  South  America,  they  are  comparatively  little 
evaluated  but,  nevertheless,  enough  work  has  been  done  to  enable  us  to 
commence  our  studies.  Most  of  this  work  has  been  carried  out  by  Milton 
Hunter  and  associates,  from  whose  books  most  of  the  information  in 
ths  article  has  been  drawn. 

First  of  all,  let  us  look  at  the  most  outstanding  evidences  of  a  thriving 
civilization — its  large,  well  constructed  buildings.  It  is  remarkable  that 
the  ancient  towers  of  Mesopotamia  and  America  are  identical  in  construc- 
tion and  function.  Their  purpose  was  to  be  a  "high  place"  for  worship. 
All  have  sloping  sides,  with  a  flat  temple  area  on  the  top,  and  most  of 
them  are  terraced.  (The  Ziggurat  tower  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the 
pointed  Egyptian  pyramid,  which  was  not  a  temple  but  a  tomb.)  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  Babylonian  word  for  temple  tower  was  "Ekur", 
meaning  "mountain  home",  and  the  Maya  word  for  the  tower  is  "Ku", 
meaning  God. 

Another  point  of  correlation  between  the  two  areas  is  in  the  con- 
struction, of  the  altar  itself.  It  is  known  that  Israel  erected  its  altars  of 
uncut  stones,  usually  river  stones,  which  were  considered  most  suitable 
(Exodus  20,  24:25).  This  practice  was  also  followed  in  middle  America, 
and  this  is  illustrated  by  the  finding  of  an  altar  of  uncut  river  stones  on 
top  of  a  temple  tower  at  Cuicuilco,  Mexico  City. 

Closely  connected  with  the  subject  of  the  temple  tower  is  the  Serpent 
symbol,  which  is  widely  associated  with  Central  American  temples,  and 
is  found  in  sculpture  at  thirty-two  sites. 

From  the  time  of  the  Israelites'  wanderings  in  the  wilderness,  when 
Moses  was  commanded  to  erect  brazen  serpents  before  them  (Numbers  21, 
8:9)  until  about  700  B.C.,  the  serpent  was  used  as  an  emblem  of  resurrec- 
tion in  the  Old  World,  and  was  identified  with  the  Messiah.  For  a  period 
of  about  500  years,  representations  of  serpents  were  shown  in  the  chief 
temple.  Thus,  the  migrating  Neohites  brought  with  them  to  the  New  World 
this  concept  of  the  serpent,  and  several  references  in  the  Book  of  Mormon 
confirm  this  fact,  i.e.,  II  Nephi  25.  20;  Helaman  8.  14:15;  Alma  33.  18. 

Furthermore,  reference  to  John  3.  14:15  clearly  establishes  the  fact 
that  even  at  the  meridian,  of  time  the  serpent  was  acknowledged  as  a 
symbol  of  resurrection. 

Now  let  us  consider  our  claim  that  certain  forebears  of  the  American 
Indians  were  white.  The  Book  of  Mormon  states  that  after  a  section  of 
the  people  defected  from  the  Law,  the  nation  was  divided  and  the 
unrighteous   became   a   "dark   and   loathsome   people."    There  was   almost 
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constant  warring  between  these  two  peoples,  and  we  know  that  the  dark 
people  (Lamamtcs)  virtually  exterminated  the  light  people  (Nephites).  I 
say  "virtually"  because  no  matter  how  fierce  a  war,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  kill  off  every  so-called  enemy.  There  is  always  a  certain  amount  of 
intermarriage  and  miscegenation  between  races,  and  we  can  also  assume 
that  the  Lamanites'  ranks  were  swelled  by  deserters,  particularly  towards 
the  end  of  the  campaign.  In  this  way,  national  characteristics  arc  trans- 
mitted from  one  race  to  another,  and  carried  on,.  To  this  day,  it  is  a  wide- 
spread tradition  among  American  Indians  somewhere  in  the  mountains  and 
jungles,  but  most  historians  discount  this  belief  for  lack  of  proof. 

However,  archaclogical  excavation  during  the  last  fifteen  years  or  so 
have  provided  the  proof  required,  and  the  evidence  to  bear  out  the  Book 
of  Mormon's  claims  are  becoming  more  abundant. 

During  the  1940's  a  young  American  named  Charles  Frey  lived  with 
a  group  of  Maya  Lacandon  Indians  in  Southern  Mexico.  After  living  as 
one  of  them  for  some  time,  and  becoming  accepted  by  the  tribe,  in  1946 
he  was  taken  on  an  expedition  to  their  religious  shrine  deep  in  the  jungle, 
and  was  astonished  by  what  he  found.  During  this  same  year  another  man. 
Giles  G.  Healey,  also  found  his  way  to  this  same  site  and,  after  being 
kept  a  sceret  for  hundreds  of  years  this  extensive  site  is  a  secret  no  longer. 
The  buildings  date  from  approximately  600  A.D.  or  earlier,  and  consist 
of  several  temples,  the  most  famous  gaining  worldwide  recognition  as  the 
"Temple  of  the  Painted  Walls."  The  interior  of  this  building  is  covered 
by  large,  life-sized  paintings,  in  magnificent  colour,  which  has  not 
deteriorated.  Practically  no  light  had  entered  the  temple  for  centuries  as 
the  exterior  was  covered  by  bush  and  jungle  growth,  and  the  Indians 
used  torches  on  their  infrequent  devotional  visits. 

As  is  customary  in  art,  the  murals  depict  events  at  the  time  of 
painting.  The  most  striking  feature  of  these  paintings  is  that  they  show 
the  people  to  be,  in  the  majority,  distinctly  light  or  dark,  a  few  as  dark 
as  negros.  Furthermore,  some  of  the  pictures  show  the  lighter  people  being 
defeated  in  battle  bv,  and  subject  to,  the  darker  people;  readers  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  will  recognise  this  situation. 

Murals  showing  light  and  dark  people  have  also  been  found  at 
ancient  Teotihuacan,  and  at  Uaxactin,  Guatemala,  although  these  are  not 
as  well  executed  or  preserved  as  those  mentioned  above,  which  are  situated 
at  Bonampak,  .Southern  Mexico. 

Sculpture  is  another  longlasting  art,  which  has  provided  us  with  one 
of  the  first  evidences  of  Book  of  Mormon  claims  concerning  the  ancestry 
of  the  American  Indian. 

During  1939/1940,  whilst  on  an  expedition  to  La  Venta,  Tabasco, 
Southern  Mexico,  Matthew  W.  Stirling  unearthed  a  stone  monument  14-ft. 
high.  This  stone  is  covered  with  carving  and  clearly  shows  two  men,  one 
with  an  acquiline  nose  and  flowing  beard;  the  face  of  the  other  was  broken 
off.  Both  figures  wore  long  robes,  and  shoes  with  pointed,  upturned  toes, 
as  worn  in  ancient  Mediterranean  and  Near  Eastern  countries.  The  complete 
figure  was  obviously  a  figure  of  importance,  and  was  so  similar  in 
appearance  to  a  contemporary  figurehead  that  the  expedition  nicknamed 
it  "Uncle  Sam''! 

Representations  of  Semitic,  bearded  men  have  been  found  in  various 
other  locations,  some  of  them  being  Vera  Cruz  and  Libertad,  Mexico, 
Quirigua,  Guatemala  and  Chichen  Itza,  Yucatan. 

Coupled  with  the  traditions  of  white  forebears  is  the  widespread  legend 
of  the  Fair  God — and  I  use  the  word  "legend"  advisedly,  as  meaning 
"literature  based  on  fact". 

One  of  the  most  wellknown  features  of  the  Spanish  conquest  of  Central 
America  is  the  knowledge  that  the  Indians  themselves  capitulated  with 
almost  no  struggle,  under  the  misapprehension  that  Cortez  was  the  Fair 
God  they  were  expecting.  They  had  been  taught  by  the  Fair  God, 
Quetzal-coatl,   about    1500-years   before,  and   when   he   left   them,   he   had 
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promised  to  return.  Despite  the  many  theories  as  to  the  identification  of 
Quetzal-coatl,  and  the  confusion  of  the  time  of  the  Fair  God  with  a  later 
Aztec  king  of  the  same  name,  Book  of  Mormon  readers  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  recognising  the  Fair  God's  true  identity. 

This  legend  of  the  Fair  God  is  not  restricted  to  the  Aztecs,  but  is 
actually  spread  over  an  area  from  Canada  to  Chile,  and  the  following 
points  illustrate  this  very  well. 

Firstly,  let  us  consider  the  Haida  Indians  of  Alaska  who,  although 
Indian,  are  definitely  white.  These  people  have  a  totem  pole  clearly  repre- 
senting the  Fair  God,  and  the  figure  holds  an  object  representing  a  book. 
(Concerning  totem  poles,  from  the  many  pictures  of  these  that  I  have 
studied,  it  has  been  my  opinion  for  many  years  that  these  are  crude, 
degenerate  representations  of  a  crucifix,  and  had  their  origins  in 
Christianity.  I  repeat  that  this  is  purely  my  personal  opinion,  which  was 
formed  long  before  I  made  any  study  of  the  restored  Gospel.) 

Now,  in  association  with  the  Haida's  Fair  God,  several  thousand 
miles  to  the  south,  in  Tiahuanaco,  we  find  a  stone  statue  of  Viracoha,  the 
Inca  Fair  God,  exhibiting  marked  hebraic  features,  and  again  carrying 
a  book. 

Such  everyday  objects  as  wheels  and  children's  toys  might  not  be 
considered  significant  historically,  and  yet  these  articles  have  given  us  yet 
another  proof  of  the  authenticity  of  latter-day  revelation. 

At  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  wheels  were  unknown  in  America,  and 
the  assumption  was  made  that  the  wheel  had  never  been  known  there.  Thus, 
when  the  Book  of  Mormon  mentioned  wheels  this  was  pounced  upon 
as  being  evidence  of  its  fraudulent  origin.  However,  recent  excavation  in 
the  Tehuantepec  area  of  Mexico,  (tentatively  identified  by  Milton  Hunter 
with  the  "narrow  neck  of  land)  HAS  YIELDED  WHEELED  TOYS 
ALMOST  IDENTICAL  WITH  THOSE  FOUND  IN  THE  Upper  Tigris 
area,  from  whence  migrated  the  Jaredites  to  the  American  continent. 

Think  of  travel,  and  we  can  associate  horses  with  wheels.  This  has 
been  used  as  another  stick  with  which  to  beat  the  Book  of  Mormon,  which 
makes  mention  of  horses  fourteen  times — even  stating  that  they  were  used 
for  food  during  wars  and  famine. 

Recent  excavations  at  Rancho  La  Brea  in  Southern  California  has 
unearthed  "numerous  remains  of  these  mammals",  and  since  these  have  been 
identified,  other  remains  of  horses  have  been  identified  in  other  areas. 
Furthermore,  carved  into  one  of  the  walls  of  the  temple  at  Chichen  Itza 
is  a  representation  of  a  bearded  man,  with  a  horse.  The  building  dates 
from  approximately  1,000-A.D.,  i.e.  500  years  before  the  coming  of  the 
Conquistadores.  It  is  not  unusual  for  species  to  become  extinct  in  this 
length  of  time.  In  South  Africa,  less  than  50  years  ago  there  were  herds 
of  quagga;  how  many  of  us  today  have  ever  seen  a  quagga?  These  once 
remarkable  animals  are  now  completely  extinct,  and  thus  will  never  be 
known  again. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is,  again,  to  encourage  the  reader  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  to  enquire  into  its  information,  and  to  establish  it  as  facts 
to  ones  own  satisfaction.  We  know  that  the  glory  of  God  is  intelligence, 
and  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  to  acquire  as  much  knowledge  as  we  can.  On 
initially  reading  the  Book  of  Mormon,  I  accepted  it  as  true  by  faith  and 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  but  my  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  has  increased  a  thousandfold  since  I  have  studied  many  books 
available  on  this  subject.  Faith  is  a  wonderful  blessing,  but  can  only  be 
applied  where  there  is  no  knowledge.  Once  we  have  a  definite  knowledge 
of  the  truth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  we  have  added  security  in  our  faith, 
and  the  rewards  which  come  from  a  personal  search  to  build  our  own 
testimony.  Therefore,  let  us  make  a  start  on  reorganising  our  reading 
matter — today! 
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What   one    thing    above   all   else    is   essential    in    the    lives    of   all    quorum 
members? 

Without  a  doubt  it  is  PRAYER 

WITHOUT  this  Master  Key,  everything  worthwhile  and  of  value  in  life 
is  locked  away  from  us,  and  our  hopes  and  aspirations  for  efficient 
service  to  our  church,  our  Quorum,  our  families  and  ourselves  become  but 
an  empty  shell.  Gone  is  that  still  small  voice,  gone  is  the  sweet  companion- 
ship of  the  Comforter,  Something  vital,  alive  and  strengthening  is  missing 
from  our  lives  and  the  purpose  in  living  seems  shallow  and  useless.  We 
become  helpless  drifters  when  we  should  be  surging  powerfully  ahead 
anxiously  engaged  in  a  good  cause,  bringing  to  pass  much  righteousness. 

There  is  power  in  prayer.  Yes!  There  is  real  power  in  prayer.  The 
scriptures  tell  us  that  "Prayer  changes  things"  and  the  human  family  will 
yet  learn  that  in  prayer  lie  all  the  answers  to  all  the  problems  facing  us 
today.  Yes,  there  is  real  power  in  prayer.  Power  to  dissipate  the  awful  fear 
taking  hold  upon  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men. 

During  the  last  war  this  poem  was  found  on  the  body  of  a  dead 
soldier-boy.  He  wrote  it  just  before  the  Zero  Hour  of  a  terrible  battle. 
It  demonstrates  very  forcibly  the  power  of  prayer  to  take  away  fear. 

Look  God,  I  have  never  spoken  to  you, 
But  now  I  want  to  say  "How  do  you  do?" 
You  see,  God,  they  told  me  you  didn't  exist, 
And  like  a  fool,  I  believed  all  this. 

Last  night  from  a  shell-hole  I  saw  your  sky — 

I  figured  right  that  they'd  told  me  a  lie. 

Had  I  taken  time  to  see  things  you'd  made, 

I'd  have  known  they  weren't  calling  a  spade  a  spade 

I  wonder,  God,  if  you'd  shake  my  hand? 
Somehow  I  feel  that  you'd  understand. 
Funny  I  had  to  come  to  this  hellish  place 
Before  I  had  time  to  see  your  face. 

Well.  I  guess  there  isn't  much  more  to  say, 
But  I'm  sure  glad,  God,  I  met  you  today. 
I  guess  zero  hour  will  soon  be  here. 
But  I'm  not  afraid  since  I  know  you're  near. 
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The  signal!  Well,  God,  I'll  have  to  go; 
I  like  you  lots,  this  I  want  you  to  know. 
Look  now,  this  will  be  a  horrible  fight — 
Who  knows,  I  may  come  to  your  house  tonight. 

Though  I  wasn't  friendly  to  you  before, 
I  wonder,  God,  if  you'd  wait  at  the  door? 
Look,  I'm  crying !  Me  shedding  tears  .  .  . 
I  wish  that  I'd  known  you  these  many  years. 
Well,  I  have  to  go  now,  God.  Goodbye! 
Strange,  since  I  met  you,  I'm  not  scared  to  die. 

Our  master,  just  before  His  "zero  hour"  spent  the  entire  night  in  a 
garden  in  prayer.  We  are  told  that  He  shed  drops  of  blood,  but  the  con- 
cluding words  of  His  prayer  showed  that  He  received  strength  from  it. — 
"Not  my  will,  but  Thine,  be  done"  were  His  concluding  words.  And  then 
on  the  cross  "Father,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  not  what  they  do." 

Our  Church,  in  these  latter  days,  came  into  being  and  was  organised, 
as  a  result  and  in  answer  to  another  prayer  in  another  garden — the  prayer 
of  a  young  lad  in  the  sacred  grove. 

Since  then  the  Church  has  grown  and  spread  and  flourished;  its  ever 
increasing  influence  is  being  felt  in  every  field  of  human  endeavour — thanks 
to  the  prayers,  and  the  answering  of  the  prayers  of  its  members,  and 
especially  the  prayers  of  its  righteous  Priesthood. 

Yes,  indeed !  there  IS  Power,  Actual,  true  and  real  power  in  Prayer, 
and  every  member  bearing  the  Royal  and  Holy  Priesthood  is  urged  to 
utilize  this  great  power  to  the  fullest  extent,  constantly  and  consistently, 
for  the  strengthening  of  the  saints,  especially  in  these  troublous  times,  and 
for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  here  upon  the  earth,  and  for 
the  saving  of  the  great  human  family  from  their  mistakes  and  follies,  and 
from  the  awful  destructions  which  threaten.
